To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  perusal  my  Annual 
Report  for  1957* 

The  contents  include  the  information  required  by  the 
Minister  of  Health. 

During  this  year  water  schemes  have  been  to  the  fore. 

Par  very  many  years  the  inhabitants  of  Pentre,  Edgerley  and  Melver- 
ley  have  joined  with  Ruyt cn-Xl-T owns  in  hoping  that  some  day  a  piped 
water  supply  would  be  available  to  them.  Consent  has  now  been  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  Ministry  to  advertise  for  tenders  for  this  scheme. 
Another  scheme  authorised  has  been  that  for  the  supply  of  water  to 
Crickheath  Hill  and  Blodwel  Bank.  Not  only  will  the  water  bring 
benefit  to  the  inhabitants  of  these  districts  but  it  will  also  be 
of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  dairy  farmers  who  carry  on  the  main.' 
industry  of  the  area. 

Weston  Rhyn  has  •f’or  many  years  had  a  sewerage  scheme  ren¬ 
dered  inadequate  by  the  growth  of  the  village.  Authority  has  now 
been  received  to  start  on  the  proposed  joint  sewerage  scheme  with 
Ceiriog. 
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New  houses  are  being  erected  at  G-obovren  which  will 
rehouse  families  from  unfit  houses* 

Unfortunately  it  has  not  been  possible  during  this 
year  to  close  all  the  hutments  at  Re  dual  and  Kinnerley,  though 
it  is  hoped  to  find  accommodation  for  them  as  houses  in  those 
neighbourhoods  become  available* 

At  Weston  Rhyn  the  Ellen  Bams  Trust  are  arecting  six 
bungalows  for  old  people,  and  I  feel  sure  that  those  selected 
will  enjoy  living  there*  Unfortunately  our  district  has  many 
substandard  cottages  which  are  still  inhabited.  As  these  become 
vacant,  they  are  represented  to  the  Council  as  unfit  for  human 
habitation  and  dealt  with  accordingly. 

During  the  year  there  we re  three  outbreaks  of  infectious 
disease.  A  considerable  number  of  cases  of  measles  occurred  dur¬ 
ing  the  first  eight  months  of  the  year.  There  were  no  deaths,  and 
most  of  the  cases  were  mild* 

Sonne  Dysentery  cases  were  an  extension  of  the  outbreak 
in  Oswestry  during  the  spring  and  early  summer.  They  were  chief¬ 
ly  in  Park  Hall,  Gob  oven  and  St.  Martins* 

Asian  influenza  caused  many  cases  of  illness  during 
September  and  October,  affecting  first  the  children  of  school 
age,  few  of  whom  escaped*  later  adults  became  infected,  and  a 
number  of  cases  of  influenza  pneumonia  were  notified. 

Cancer  research  has  been  pursued  for  many  years,  but 
recent  discoveries  ba/e  given  rise  to  much  controversy  v/here  they 
may  affect  us  personally.

The  Ministry  of  Health  lias  asked  Local  Authorities  to 
bring  to  the  notice  of  the  public  the  proved  connection  between 
cancer  of  the  lung  and  cigarette  smoking  -  that  the  more  cigarettes 
smoked  the  greater  is  the  risk  of  contracting  lung  cancer,  and 
that  reduction  of  smoking  or  changing  to  pipe  smoking  reduces  this 
risk* 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  continue  to  advise 
teenagers  in  school  that  it  is  inadvisable  to  start  smoking. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  read¬ 
iness  of  the  Editor  of  the  Border  Counties  Advertiser  to  insert 
paragraphs  dealing  with  Health  Education  whenever  I  have  requested 
it. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  my  Colleagues  in 
other  Departments  of  the  Council  for  help  given  throughout  the 
year  and  for  statistics  contributed  for  the  report.  I  greatly  ap¬ 
preciate  the  willing  and  capable  assistance  of  all  members  of  the 
staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department.

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mss  X-RAY 


The  mobile  Mass  X-Ray  Unit  based  on  Stoke-on-Trent  visited 
Oswestry  during  May  1957* 

The  Director,  Dr.  E.  Posner,  reported  that  3,774  persons  at¬ 
tended  for  X-Ray,  which  was  a  larger  number  of  adults  than  in  1954-. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  from  the  results  obtained  that  very  few 
cases  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  discovered  amoung  these 
who  attended  for  screening. 

Education  is  given  at  the  Chest  Clinic  and  Sanatoria  by  doctors 
and  nurses  in  the  hope  of  preventing  further  cases  arising  in  the 
patient’s  family  or  visiting  friends.  Unfortunately  where  the  patient 
cannot  have  a  bedroom  to  himself,  passage  of  infection  becomes  more 
probable* 

B,C.G.  VACCBIATIONc 

Parents  of  all  pupils  of  13  years  of  age  are  invited  to  request 
that  their  children  should  be  tested  to  discover  whether  they  have 
already  had  a  tuberculous  infection*  For  those  who  are  in  need  of 
protection  the  B.C.G  vaccination  is  given.  In  other  cases  every  ef¬ 
fort  is  made  to  discover  the  source  of  the  primary  infection.  This 
vaccination  is  also  given  to  infants  and  young  children  where  there  is 
a  case  of  tuberculosis  in  the  household. 

I  have  been  impressed  by  the  rare  occurrence  of  tuberculosis  in 
the  glands  of  tte  neck.  Twelve  years  ago  this  was  common,  but  since 
most  of  the  milk  has  been  pasteurised,  and  so  many  cattle  tuberculin 
tested,  it  is  hardly  ever  seen. 

Nov7  that  Shropshire  is  a  Specially  Designated  Area  we  hope  that 
it  will  not  be  long  before  it  can  be  classed  as  an  Attested  Area.

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  it  became  the  duty  of  the 
County  Council,  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  the  Act,  to  make  pro¬ 
visions  for  securing  that  ambulance  and  other  means  of  transport  are 
available  for  the  conveyance  of  persons  suffering  from  illness  or 
mental  defectiveness  and  expectant  mothers  or  nursing  mothers 5  fran 
places  in  their  area  to  places  in  or  outside  their  area. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

These  are  available  at  the  Public  Health  laboratory,  Royal  Salop 
Infirmary,  Shrewsbury.  Telephone :  Shrewsbury  4684. 

The  Bacteriologist  is  Dr.  A.  C.  Jones,  and  the  Pathologist 
Dr.  G.  Grant. 

This  service  is  based  on  the  Royal  Salop  Infirmary  and  undertakes 
the  work  for  local  authorities  free  of  charge  in  so  far  as  it  is  relevant 
to  diagnosis.  It  is  invaluable  particularly  in  the  expeditious  dealing 
with  the  bacteriological  examination  of  food  camples. 

BLOOD  TRAN SIHJS ICIT__SIRVTCE 

The  Blood  Transfusion  Service  Unit  based  on  Birmingham  visits  Os¬ 
westry  twice  each  year  when  a  large  number  cf  public  spirited  citizens 
attend. 

New  volunteers  are  constantly  required  to  take  the  place  cf  those 
leaving  the  district  or  reaching  'retiring  age  * ,  and  to  keep  pace  with  the 
increasing  demand  for  blood  transfusion  as  a  part  cf  Hospital  treatment.

PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  Council  have  during  the  year  made  progress  with  a  view  to 
implementing  the  second  stage  of  the  ccmprehensive  water  scheme.  The 
areas  concentrated  on  have  been  Kinnerley,  Melverley,  Ruyton-Xl -Towns 
and  West  Felton.  These  areas  are  at  the  present  time  virtually  without 
satisfactory  supplies  and  some  have  to  depend  on  water  being  deli/ered 
twice  weekly  by  means  of  a  water  carrier.  Approval  was  sought  and 
granted  for  a  supply  to  Crickheath  Hill  and  the  Blodwel  Bank  area.  It 
is  hoped  that  1958  will  see  the  commencement  of  schemes  within  the 

District. 

PRIVATE  WATER  SUPPLIES 

Seventy- one  samples  of  water  from  private  supplies  were  taken  during 
the  year.

Every  effort  was  made  to  remedy  unsatisfactory  supplies  and  advice 
given  in  this  respect.  The  majority  of  the  samples  were  taken  frcm  shallow 
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wells. 


SEWAGE  WORKS 


No  new  work  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  in  connection 
with  sewage  disposal  work. 

Approval  has  been  given  to  a  new  sewage  disposal  works  and  ex¬ 
tension  of  the  sewer  in  the  Westo n  Rhyn  area.  This  work  will  prob¬ 
ably  be  proceeded  with  during  1958  and  will  be  carried  out  in  con¬ 
duction  with  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Ceiriog.

REFUSE  -  SALVAGE 
COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Refuse  is  collected  and  disposed  of  by  direct  labour.  Nine  men 
are  employed  in  this  work.  Collection  is  carried  out  in  11  of  the  13 
parishes  and  has  been  slightly  extended  during  the  year. 

The  demand  for  paper  salvage  has  decreased  and  therefore  the  need 
far  careful  sorting  at  the  tip  is  not  so  necessary. 

Tins,  etc.  are  sorted  at  the  tip.  These  are  sold  to  a  firm  of 
narine  dealers  who  bale  at  the  tip  and  haul  the  bales  to  their  own 
depot. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956.  Certain  provisions  of 
the  Act  are  not  yet  enforceable,  but  one  can  anticipate  that  they  will 
be  implemented  during  1958* 

Only  two  industrial  premises  in  the  district  at  the  present  time 
are  causing  trouble.  One  a  colliery  chimney,  the  other  a  dolomite  works 
where  large  emmissions  of  fumes  and  smoke  are  emmitted  from  the  cupolas. 

Both  premises  are  being  dealt  with. 

The  abatement  of  smoke  nuisances  from  industrial  furnaces  does  not 
mean  clean  air,  there  stiEl  remains  the  domestic  chimney  which  can  be  a 
menace,  particularly  when  one  considers  the  large  number  of  domestic 
compared  with  industrial  chimneys  in  a  district.  It  is  essential  that 
owners  of  houses  should  appreciate  the  need  far  providing  approved 
appliances  when  making  new  installations.  The  same  applies  to  Local 
Authorities  who  today  invariably  develop  large  housing  estates  and 
therefore  may  cause  a  concentration  of  atmospheric  pollution. 
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MOVEABLE  POLLINGS 

Seven  licences  were  applied  for  and  granted. 

PUBLIC  CCNVENIENCES 

There  axe  no  public  conveniences  in  the  district,  but  the  Council 
appreciate  that  some  should  be  provided  and  hope  to  do  so  when  the  ec¬ 
onomic  position  is  more  favourable. 

HtEVENTIQN  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS 

Oswestry  Borough  Council  and  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Os¬ 
westry  still  continue  to  operate  a  joint  scheme,  controlled  by  a  Joint 
Committee.  Free  service  to  private  dwellings  continues  and  much  good 
work  is  being  done  in  this  respect. 

The  number  of  contracts  in  respect  of  business  premises  has  de¬ 
creased.  This  would  appear  to  be  brought  about  by  the  use  of  'Warfarin1 
poison  by  occupiers  of  premises. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  contracts  has  resulted  in  more  at¬ 
tention  being  given  to  the  inspection  of  premises.
